i Tho latter oaui© to this country in 
1 1628, eight yeai*s later than the Pil- 
j grims, and settled at Boston and Salem. 
! It was gathered fi*om an entirely dif- 
ferent cli'SB of people. Its leaders 
were men of rank, wealth and legal ac- 
quirements. They wer© descendants 
of carls, gentlemen, and lord mayors. 
At tlie time they came, Puritmism 
was rising rapidly into power and con- 
sideration in England and was soon to 
overturn the throne. The Massachu- 
setts company was formed in London, 
and men w^ho were '4ai-ge proprietors" 
embiuked in the enterprise. They 
were not Separatists from the estab 
lished chinch, and some were in full 
communion with it 

They liad high notions of church 
prerogatives and infallibiiity. They 
encountered no hardships in emigra- 
tion whicl>-ran be compiu^ed to those 
of the Pilgrims, but came over, fifteen 
hundred in a year, bringing their wealth 
with them. The le^ider of the Massa- 
chusetts enterprise, before the arrival 
of Winthrop, was John Entlicott>, a 
hard, cruel, pei-secuting spirit Hence 
the whole bojiring and temper of the 
Massachusetts colony were in contrast 
with those of tho Plymotith ; and \\» 
spirit from tho very iH^ginning, was 
one of intolerance and persecution.

REV. A. W. MANN IN CHICAGO. 

^f H. Editou : — I believe T have got 
an item at last. 

Nothing unusual occurred in our 
little d(>af-ninte community on Thanks- 
giving day that I am aware of. The 
mutes, as usual, made -war on turkey 
at home. 

After an absence of mnu'ly two months 
Rev. A. W. JMann made his i^ppcar- 
anc<^ in our city again, raul held nujrn- 
ing and afternoon services in Ht. James' 
Churr:!. Out of a community of nu)re 
th/iu tliirty educated deaf nuitos, only 
three attended the nuirning oervice. 
This little fold was made up of a 
cou|Je rcF^iding 20 mUv.n out in the 
country, and tlie writer, who liveB in' 
the city. 

This niay be taken as a fair sample 
of the int(^r(^st taken in religious mat- 
ters bj^ the mut(^s of this city, and of 
their appreciation of gencrouR rff(U*ts 
in their behalf. 

As many of them ui(* iu^jh^i;^ of the 
JoTTRNAT., I would like to try to give a 
synopsis of the admirabh^ Hcrmon 
Mr. Mann preached fur tlieir especial 
benefit. He took for his text Mat- 
thew vi-xiii, "Lead us not into temp- 
tation, but deliver us from evil." He 
said that he understood that the word 
"evir* referred to the evil one. He 
next said that all of us ar(^ prone to 
fall into temptation and to yield to the 
blandisthments of our groat and snl)- 
tile ent^my, tlie evil onv. There are 
none of us free from pan, none pure, 
none jierfect, none holy, none right- 
etms save Christ alone. 

Christ was sunt into the world to 
slian^ our weakness and dif1k»*ilties, 
and to be subject to t(*mptation like 
the rest of us, atid also to rIiow us how 
to roiinf ttmi]>tation, tuul, in spite of j 
idl th(^ evil on(^ could do, to main tain i 
a life of spoth^ss piuiiy.

Most people, when they see others fall 
into temptation, think it nothing 
strange, knowing, as they do, it is the 
result of weakness common to us all ; 
but when a man of prominence, who 
has sustained a character foi* upright- 
ness of character, falls, it becomes the 
common talk and wonder of the hour. 
Criticisms of a harsh and luipleasant 
nature are passed upon him. Men 
have their faith badly shaken ; tlu^y 
are ready to despair. They ask, if 
such good men cannot i-esist tempta- 
tion, how can others with less strength 
of ehai'acter f We should remember 
that W(^ are all brothers in weakness 
and misfortune with tlu^ same liability 
io vn\ and we should have the sanu^ 
charity for the failings of otheis [is we 
would hope to have for our own. 

Kc^member that the Bible extols 
charity as the greattvst virtue. When 
we see so many falling around us we 
shcmld riimain steadfast in faith, and 
hope on for the better times that are 
to conn^ 

In this briel piawi .Mir Savior has 
taught us, we ask our l''ath(4- to lead 
us not into temptation, thereby con- 
fessing our \teaknesfl and oiu' depend- 
ence upon Ifim. Our Father has giv 
en us the numns wherewith to resist 
tem])tation. We have a will, and we 
only have to exercise it to make the 
tempter flee. He has implanted with- 
in us an abhorrence of sin. Oar con- 
sci(*nce liates it. Htill, with all thc»so 
weapons, we ai*e not strong enough to 
battle with temptation. We nmst ask 
Divine assistance jind protection. 

"God helps them that help them- 
selves." Most of these falls arc the 
result of not making any energetic 
resistance to temptation iu the first 
place. It is the result of dallying with 
the tempter, instead of sternly and in- 
stantly rejecting him. iVIany a young 
man after yi<^lding to temi)tation hero 
a little antl there a little \mtil he is 
hupeh^ssly ruined in character, has 
had ph'uty of tium later in life; 'to re 
iiect at leisure and to expericmce the 
paugs of kecniest, regret and bittenmt 
rcjmorse at his dissolute care(^r, and to 
think, alas too )att\ how ha])py ho 
might be if hi) hiul Ix'gun and contin 
U(hI to ctnpliaiii'idlv Hiiv na in the 
tojnptcir. 

As an iJhisdatiou ul tlie (.riVoi (*fnot 
saying no decid<Hlly luid at once, Mr. 
Mann said he could easily pick from 
actual exjari^'uce of young nu'n exam 
pies Hke the following: Here is a 
young man who has lived a life of 
imiocencc. He has good ])arents, was 
well taught in the ruhis of morality 
and piety ; was surrounded by many 
warm, admiring friends, and had one 
constant friend and companion from 
his childhood. Now in an evil hour 
tin's chosen friend tempts him with 
the gay cup that lures to <h>st ruction. 
fle makes a faint attempt to di^cline, 
raises a few slight scrujiles, juid tries 
to be easy with his friend for fear of 
woimding his ft^elings. He struggles 
hard with his conscience ; it says oli ! 
no, don't, (hm't ! No ! No ! keeps ris 



ing to his mouth seeking utterance on 
his lips. He stands trembling. At 
last. n\akii\g one strong efifVut, ho 
drowns the cries of the "still small 
voice," and yields. He's gone. The 
liquor rises to his brain. Down he 
falls. One crime follows another ruitil 
he wakes up to find himself standing 
by the gallows awaiting his aAvftil 
doom. H(» has lost his fnends, his 
reputation and all save his soul, which 
Gtid in his mercy will not tuTU away. 
How bitterly he says : "Ah I had I but 
said no, how different might it be now." 

Mr. IV fan n then drew another terri- 
ble picture* of desolation brought on 
by yielding to temptation, just a little 
now and just a little then until the 
heart becomes st/Celed and the voice 
of conscience hushed. 

Tlu^re was once a genth^man in a 
certain State at the head of a happ}' 
family, surrounded by all the comforts 
of life, and by (everything that would 
make a home beautiful. He was wide- 
ly respected, and was doing ajirosper- 
ous business. Our sly enemy, choosing 
one of his companions for the agents 
tempted him, ]>y slow d(\grees over- 
came his scruples, and at last persuad 
(h1 him to commit the cnmo of forgery. 
Nobody knew it ; nobody saw it. By 
and by the temj>ter came ag»iin and 
agiiin ; there was another forgery and 
still another, until at last he was d*»- 
tectcid, arrested, imprisoned, tried and 
sent to tlu» p(»nitentiary. The awful 
news came to his loving wife ; her 
mind brokt* down, and she was sent 
to the asylmn for the insane. His 
beautiful, bright, cultivated children 
wore scattered here and there. That 
happy home was broken up by hiu 
not saying "no" at the sUirt. The 
l>oor man is now within the gloomy 
walls pining away in unavailing sor- 
row. He may be either sorry for his 
sin, or he may be sorry that ho was 
caught, but in either case ho might 
not be thej'e had he but said no. 

The bondage of sin is wotind ai'ound 
us stealthily while we let it go on in 
silent and indilTerent neglect. It may 
at iirst be a frail thread which wo 
might easily break asunder, but it is 
wouiul around our wrists again and 
again until it asstimes such strength 
that it is beyond our power to escape. 
Had we at tlic start made energetic 
resistance wo would now bo better off.
